In continuation of the series published for previous years, I have now the 
honour to transmit the Australasian Statistics for the year 1893. 


These are completed at a somewhat later date than usual, owing chiefly to the 
time occupied in the preparation of special returns urgently required by the Govern- 
ment. Preliminary returns, however, embodying the leading particulars of these 
statistics were forwarded to the Government Printer on the tgth March, the 6th April, 


and the 27th August, 1894—quite as early as usual—and duly published in the 
Government Gazette. 


Attention is drawn to four new tables showing the present volume of the 
export trade in Breadstuffs and Frozen Meats, and the export trade and production of 
Butter and Cheese, which will doubtless prove of interest in consequence of the strides 
made in recent years in the development of industries concerned in the preparation 
and distribution of these products, more especially the three last named. 


An alteration has been made in the usual form of Table III. by omitting the 
columns relating to Assisted and Free Immigration and substituting a note therefor. 
Tn 1893 not only was such immigration numerically small, but it was confined to only 
two colonies—New South Wales and Western Australia. 


Moreover, the figures in this table, it should be specially noted, refer only to 
the recorded migration by sea; but in framing the estimates of population, as shown 
in Table I., it was necessary to make allowance also for wnrecorded departures by sea, 
which was done for 1893 in the case of four colonies, the allowances, as shown in a 
foot-note, being in round numbers as follow :—Victoria, 7,000 ; New South Wales, 
2,630 ; South Australia, 650; and Tasmania, 1,300. It will be remembered that by 
means of the Census of 1891 it was ascertained that the recorded number of departures 
(assuming the arrivals to be correct) from the colonies on the Australian Continent 
during the intercensal decade were below the actual number by no less than 218,278, of 
which nearly 67,000 escaped notice in Victoria, about 95,800 in New South Wales, 
and 52,600 in Queensland ; and even in the insular colonies of Tasmania and New 
Zealand the discrepancies amounted to 10,340 and 15,260 respectively. Three of the 
continental colonies, moreover, made estimates for 1893 of the overland migration ; 
but, as the other two did not do so, a diserepancy necessarily occurs in the population 
of Australia as a whole. Thus Queensland and South Australia estimated that they 
had gained during the year by overland migration 5,546, but New South Wales 
that it had lost 4,032 persons, the difference evidently resulting in a net loss—if the 
figures be correct—of 1,514 to the populations of Victoria and Western Australia. 
As, however, these colonies made no such allowance, it follows that the increase of 
the population of the continent during 1893 is overstated by this number (1,514). 


Although several attempts have been made in Victoria to collect the information, no 
No, 1, c 
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returns of any value as to either the direction or extent of overland migration could 
be obtained ; and it is considered that, with a view of preserving, as far as possible, 
the accuracy of the returns for Australia as a whole, it would be better if the 
colonies were to agree as to a basis for such allowances, if deemed advisable to make 
them at all, so that the whole of the assumed migration over the borders of the various 
colonies might be duly accounted for. 

The tabie relating to Fiji (Appendix A) now contains information for sixteen 
years, and that relating to New Guinea (Appendix B) for six years. 

This being the twenty-first issue of the Australasian Statistics, the folding sheet 
at the commencement now contains a summary of the items relating to each colony 


from 1873 to 1893. 


These statistics form the basis of the statistical information relating to the 
Australasian Colonies quoted and commented upon in the Victorian Year-Book and 


other publications emanating from this office.

Private Railways.—In addition to Government lines, there were also private lines, as follow, in the colonies named :—New South Wales, 843 miles; South Australia, 14; Western Australia, 507 ; Tasmania, 55; New Zealand, 160 miles. 


Tramways.—These are not included in the foregoing table. On the 30th June, 1894, there were 47} miles of street tramways (chiefly cable) in the metropolis of Victoria, constructed by a municipal trust at a cost (to 30th April, 1893) of 
£1,705,794, but leased to a company, which works the lines, the traffic receipts from which in 1893-4 amounted to £359,547, and the passengers carried numbered 34,787,652; in New South Wales, 58} miles of street tramways (steam) except 2 miles 
of cable and 2 of electric (overhead line) trams constructed by the Government at a cost of £1,248,986, the gross receipts for the year being £278, 194, the working expenses £229,283, and the estimated number of passengers carried (allowing 23d. for 
each) 24,278,000; in Queensland, 243 miles, including 153 of street lines, the gross receipts of which in 1892-3 were £25,580, and the number of passengers carried 2,564,304 (1891-2); and in Western Australia 8 miles of Government lines. There are other 
lines in the colonies named, but of less importance.

Notxrs.—The Finances are supplied by a sum not exceeding £15,000 per annum, for which the Colony of Queensland has made itself primarily responsible, Victoria and New South Wales contributing equally with Queensland towards this amount. 
Local revenue is applied in reduction of the sums payable by the contributing colonies, and any credit balance in the appropriation account must be written off at the end of the year. 


Crown lands may be alienated for agricultural purposes, at not less than 2s. 6d. per acre, conditional on the introduction of some new industry. Where no such condition as to improvements is imposed, the minimum prices are :—For 
agricultural land, ros. per acre ; pastoral land, 2s.; for trading or fishing purposes, £5 ; and for cocoanut planting, ss. per acre. Areas not exceeding 50 acres may be sold under deferred payments, extending over 5 years, the minimum price in such 
cases being £1 per acre. : 


The following is additional information for the year 1893-4 :—Population.—It is impossible to obtain anything more than a rude guess at the total of the indigenous population. The non-native population of the Possession in April, 1891, was 
about 272, of whom only 156 were whites. the remainder being chiefly Polynesians, Malays, &.

The alluvial washing 
is stated to have come to an end. The miners are principally men who are acclimatized, and who possess such knowledge of the natives and of the country as often gives them great advantage over new comers, who are not likely to meet with success.
